Tho establishment of the new postofflce
substation In the wholesale district lias
been practically decided upon, with Hi
location Immediately across Tenth street
from the Union Ktatlon. The new building
will bo a three-stor- y structure of brick
and atone to cost about $A0U0 and will be
constructed by Hie railroad companies
controlling the Union station and leased to
the government for exclusively postofflce
purposes.

The third floor will be above the viaduct
level and will constitute tho post office
proper, for the Rule of stamps, money
order and current postofflco work. The
second floor will be for the accommodation
cf the carriers and the handling of the
local malls for that immediittu locality,
and the basement floor will be Riven over
to tho railway mall service and reception
of malls from the general transfer service
of tho railroads bundling the malls at the
Union station.

The establishment of this substation Is
wholly as an Independent, local station
for the wholesalo ai.d South Tenth street
districts. It will be given every modern
equipment for pcetofflco service and will
become one of tho most Important sub
stations of the city.
